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DETAILED ACTION 

Election 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's election of Species I, claims 1-3 and 5-8, 
with traverse. Applicant's traversal on the ground that Figures 1 and 2 are merely alternative 
embodiments that read on claim 1 are acknowledged. The Restriction requirement has been 
withdrawn. Claims 1-8 are treated in the following manner. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a) In the 
specification on page 5 under heading BRIEF DISCRETION OF FIGURES, a description for 
Figure 2 is not addressed, b) in the specification on page 5, the reference numeral (4) is used to 
describe two different parts: the second part (lines 15 & 20) and the stiffer part (line 26). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the glue as 
recited in claim 1 and the bending disk as recited in claim 3, as described in the specification. 
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Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should 
be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is 
to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or *New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
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art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. With regards to claim 1, the recitation "said device is formed of an elastic material", 
there is nowhere in the specification where such limitation is supported. With regards to claim 2, 
the recitation "a substantially flat or weakly bending disk", there is nowhere in the specification 
where such structure and its limitation are supported. With regards to claim 8, applicant has 
stated the inner side (3) is coated with a first component of a two-component glue, and this 
statement indicates that the invention is different from what is defined in the claim(s) because the 
specification lacks the support for the first component is non-adhesive and as well as no support 
for the second component. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blake (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,298,853). Blake discloses an abbreviate condom (10) fitting upon the glans penis 
(15) comprising a forward tip (13) and a seminal fluid reservoir (14) as shown in Figure 4 where 
the reservoir (14) is in its expanded state or its burstable state. With regards to the glue provided 
to fix the device to the man's sexual organ, as recited, the Blake device discloses in Figure 7 an 
adhesion resulting from the cohesion of the wall of the abbreviated condom to the skin obtained 
with a viscous layer (29). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blake 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,298,853). Blake discloses an abbreviate condom (10) fitting upon the glans 
penis (15). With regards to claims 6 & 7, it is will known in the art that ethanol to be remove 
glue or tacky substances. In fact, applicant discloses its availability in the specification on page 
6 lines 16-20. Therefore it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to utilize the solvent 
agent to remove the glue. 

Conclusion
